DETROIT  — Soviet  Deputy  Premier  Anastas 
Mikoyan  preached  peace  on  his  arrival  in  De- 
troit Thursday  for  a whirlwind  tour  of  the 
motor  capital.  And  at  least  the  first  part  of  his 
25-hour  visit  was  peaceable. 

PARIS — Gen.  Charles  De  Gaulle  stepped  up 
from  the  premiership  to  the  presidency  of 
France  Thursday  with  a promise  to  restore  the 
greatness  of  his  nation  even  if  he  had  to  ‘‘Im- 
pose” his  vast  constitutional  powers.  He  sol- 
amnly  pledged:  “I  will  not  fail.” 

WASHINGTON  — President  Eisenhower 
appeared  Thursday  to  be  bowing  to  mounting 
pressure  from  fellow  Republicans  to  take  a 
more  aggressive  stance  as  commander  in  chief 
of  the  GOP.

Keeping  Calm  ‘Best  Play,’  Says  Watts 


“It’s  the  best  studentbody  in  the  world,” 
said  basketball  coach  Stan  Watts.  ‘‘And  I guess 
at  times  they  get  excited  or  figure  the  money 
they  paid  for  their  activity  card  gives  them  the 
right  to  boo.” 

‘‘Does  a crowd’s  lack  of  sportsmanship  hurt 
the  play  of  the  Cougars?”  we  asked. 

“Well,  we  teach  the  players  to  be  gentlemen 
. . . and  most  of  the  time  they  are.  If  a player 
gets  on  a ref,  the  ref  has  ways  of  getting  back 
at  ’im.  Most  of  the  time  the  players  get  along 
with  each  other,  as  well  as  the  refs.  Then  fol- 
lowing some  of  these  games  the  fans  get  in  a 
fight  with  each  other.  Doesn’t  help  us.” 

The  coach  shook  his  head  as  he  thought 
about  this  last  statement. 

“Have  there  been  any  ‘kicks’  about  outside 
teams  getting  a raw  deal  here  at  BYU?”  we 
asked. 

“Not  too  long  ago  there  was  a complaint 
from  a San  Francisco  paper.  Actually  we  are 
as  embarrassed  by  refs  who  might  give  us  more 
than  we  deserve  as  anyone  else  is.” 

We  asked  Coach  Watts  how  he  managed  to 
stay  so  calm  in  games — with  as  much  as  he  has 
at  stake — when  the  calls  are  going  against  the 
Cats. 


were  as  much  at  fault  in  booing  as  non-student 
rooters. 

“What  about  booing  from  Cougar  partisans, 
when  the  enemy  is  at  the  foul  lane — perhaps 
with  the  opportunity  of  tying  or  winning  the 
game?”  We  thought  this  question  would  put 
the  “squeeze”  on  Watts. 

“Well,  right  down  here,”  admitted  Watts, 
clutching  his  heart,  “we  hope  that  the  opposing 
player  misses  those  kind.  But  neither  players 
or  coaches  would  any  more  boo  him  than  we 
would  want  it  done  to  us  in  another  basketball 
court.” 


KEEP  PLAYERS  CALM 
Said  Watts:  “If  the  players  see  me  get  shook 
up  and  show  it — they  would  do  the  same  thing. 
When  a boy  gets  shook  up,  he  starts  making 
mistakes. 

As  for  actual  booing,  Coach  Watts  sur- 
prised us  by  saying  he  didn’t  think  the  students

And  of  course,  Watts  has  been  teaching 
this  to  prospective  basketball  coaches  in  the 
series  of  classes  he  is  teaching  this  quarter. 
“Every  player  must  be  a gentleman  on  and  off 
the  court.  This  doesn’t  mean  he  shouldn’t  have 
the  competitive  spirit. 

“It  just  means  that  showing  disgust  at  a ref’s 
call  will  lead  to  self-pity.  We  teach  a boy  to 
take  the  good  and  bad  calls.  Getting  on  a ref’s 
back  is  not  going  to  do  any  good.  Further- 
more, we  play  to  win  fair  and  square,  not  by 
any  hook  or  crook  method.” 

Sounds  like  a philosophy  BYU  fans  could 
follow.  Winning  the  game  oouldn’t  mean  any 
more  to  them  than  it  does  to  Watts  and  his 
men. 

And  just  for  fun  at  the  next  game — let’s 
watch  to  see  who  does  the  booing,  students,  or 
townspeople.

Dear  Editor: 


In  the  last  few  issues  of  the 
Universe  last  quarter  it  was  in- 
teresting to  note  different  views 
expressed  on  racial  problem  of 
the  South.

The  biggest  excuse  composed  by  anti-Cougar  critics  was 
the  absence  of  big  Bob  Boozer  for  most  of  the  game.  One  wire 
claimed  it  was  the  sole  reason  that  Stanley  Watts’  runnin’ 
Cats  slugged  the  nation’s  number  two  team. 

It  seems  they  forgot  that  the  Cougars  were  without  their  first 
and  second-line  centers  before  six  minutes  had  elapsed  in  the  sec- 
ond half.  Roy  Thacker,  probably  the  most  underrated  squad  mem- 
ber, and  Dave  Eastis,  a hooking  menace,  both  tramped  off  the 
floor  with  five  fouls  apiece. 


CUFFED  ‘K’ 

The  way  Cougar  defenders  had  the  handcuffs  on  bog  Bob, 
it  is  doubted  if  K-State  could  have  done  better  with  five  Boozers. 
It  was  evident  that  the  Wildcats  were  not  familiar  with  the  race 
horse  basketball  exhibited  by  BYU.  Several  Cougar  field  goals 
were  scored  on  the  slick  fast  break  lately  incorporated  into  the 
Brigham  Young  basketball  program. 

Bob  Boozer  evidently  takes  his  all-American  tag  with  much 
finesse.  The  6-8  giant  acted  like  any  regular  fellow  would  who 
was  bucking  for  a starting  position  on  a team.  The  big  guy  at  one 
time  was  almost  booed  out  of  the  fieldhouse  after  his  tussle  with 
Eastis  under  the  basket.  He  refused  Gary  Earnest’s  handshake  at 
the  jump  circle  but  finally  consented  amidst  thunderous  hissing. 
No  harm  done.  It’s  all  part  of  the  game. 

Tex  Winter’s  Wildcats  have  not  since  recaptured  their 
number  two  spot  national,  but  they  haven’t  lost  since  their 
Provo  setback.  They  have  downed  such  formidable  foes  as 
North  Carolina  State,  St.  Joseph’s  and  Kansas. 

Speaking  of  Kansas,  don’t  miss  Wilt  Chamberlain  in  the  Globe- 
trotter festivities  Monday  after  next.  The  7-1  pillar,  who  left  the 
Jayhawks  with  crying  towels  when  he  left  Kansas  after  his  junior 
year,  scored  1433  points  in  his  two  years  there  for  a Jayhawk  mark. 
His  two-year  points-per-game  average  stood  out  at  29.86. 

It  is  surprising  how  fast  basketball  has  developed  since  the 
last  decade  turn.  All  major  and  small  college  shooting  records  have 
been  set  since  1950.  Even  a 30-point  effort  was  unheard  of  back 
in  the  40’s. 

Some  ridiculous  scoring  has  been  accomplished  within  the 
last  five  years,  also.  Most  of  you  will  remember  Clarence  Francis 
from  small  Rio  Grande  who  ran  up  113  points  against  Hillsdale  in 
’54.  His  other  highs  were  84,  82,  72,  69,  and  61.  He  averaged  46.5 
points  a game  in  his.  senior  year. 

Surprisingly  enough,  he  couldn’t  even  make  it  with  the  Wash- 
ington Colonials,  a minor  pro  outfit,  after  graduation  from  college. 

When  players  approach  the  50  or  60  mark  in  a game,  or  even 
the  40’s,  it  no  longer  appears  as  basketball.  It  turns  into  a point 
party.  NBA  basketball  even  gets  boring  at  times.

USC  teams  will  not  be  eligible 
to  participate  in  any  television 
programs  subject  to  NCAA  con- 
trol, nor  be  allowed  to  make 
commitments  for  such  appear- 
ances, during  probation.
